New Business 
 

1. Pawn/Precious Metals and Gems Ordinance Review: Henri Stein McCartney, Consumer 

Specialist III, Regulations and Licensing Branch, presented an overview of the changes made to 

the ordinance.  The following topics were discussed:  local regulation, precious metals and gems 

dealers, permit requirements, revision to Chapter 33, Article 1 PMG Dealers, pawnbrokers, pawn 

brokers permit requirements, revision to Chapter 33, Article 2, and outreach effort. 
 

A discussion ensued on the requirements for selling gold jewelry, surety bonds, record 

requirements, purchasing outside of the Commonwealth, expiration of the license in ordinance, 

implied authority by Circuit Court, and the number of pawn shops in Fairfax County.   
 

Chairman Fee made the motion to allow Regulations and Licensing Branch to advertise for a 

public hearing in January 2016.  Commissioner Kirk seconded the motion.  The motion passed 

unanimously.
